Sugar, Wool and 
Lum ber 
Schedules 
Lik ely to Meet Opposition— Other 
Im portant Legislation W hich Must 
Command Attention. 


By G EO R G E C L IN T O N . 
W ashington.— There 
Is 
still 
keen 
anxiety among the Democratic leaders 
lest a minority of the Democrats in 
the senate may make up their minds 
to fight against the adoption of certain 
of the provisions which the house will 
make as a part of the party’s great 
tariff program. 
There is still a dan­ 
ger, it is said in other dispatches, that 
a m inority of the Democrats joining 
the Republicans and progressive Re­ 
publicans may change parts of the 
tariff bill so radically that the house 
may refuse to accept 
the 
senate’s 
findings in the cases in point. 
This 
will mean a long controversy In the 
conference between the two 
houses 
and it may possibly lead to compro­ 
mises of which President W ilson may 
fail to approve. 
This does not mean that Mr. Wilson 
would veto the tariff legislation but It 
means, if it should come about, that 
he m ay urge with all his power the 
necessity of following the spirit of the 
Dem ocratic platform and may take a 
personal hand in the conference as he 
has In the committee rooms already, 
and insist that pledges shall be ful­ 
filled as he thinks the members of his 
party at large believe they should be 
fulfilled 
One Democratic senator said 
the 
other day that sugar was alw ays sweet 
excepting that when it entered into 
the tariff cup and then it became in­ 
stantly exceedingly bitter. 
There are 
other things besides sugar which may 
cause trouble in the senate. 
W ool and 
lum ber have not yet passed safely the 
stage of troubling. 
There have been 
several tariff sessions in the Last few 
years and in every one of them these 
three articles have been causes 
for 
bitterness of feeling, long drawn out 
debates, 
personalities 
which 
some­ 
times have been almost offensive, and 
“ rows and ructions" generally 
Th^ 
party In power admits that It w ill look 
with much more complacency on life 
when new tariff legislation Is on the 
statute books approved by congress 
and by the president, and waiting ap 
proval by the people. 


Other Work Ahead. 


There are other things besides tariff 
which soon must occupy the attention 
ot the Democrats, and a few of them 
are occupying their attention today. 
H ere are the principal things which 
the party in power hopes to put Into 
legislative form before the congress 
now in session ends its life in March 
1915:: 
T ariff revision 
Currency reform

In the last part of tne eighteenth 
century Oliver E vans, by his m *< han- 
jUal labor saving devices, added great­ 
ly to the efficiency of mills, but only 
sm all progress w as m ade beyond tiie 
refined cutting of the stones until the 
year IS70, when at. Minneapolis, the# 
.i sm all mill town. Le Croix introduced 
the first purifier. 
A fter several years 
of litigation this m achine came into 
general use and w as shortly followed 
hv the greatest advance in milling in 
a thousand years, the introduction of 
the roller mill. 
T h e mill was first devised in Austria 
ami had porcelain rollers, but Vmeri­ 
cans substituted cut steel rolls with 
great success. 
U p to th eir advent the 
sto n e mills had reach ed a fine point 
Ol development, but th eir output was 
sm all and only w inter wheat could be 
used. 
The roller mill, it was found, 
could handle spring wheat, and this 
opened up new 
possibilities 
in 
the 
northw est, 
practically 
creating 
a 
great new wheat cen ter of the world. 
In the world today every type of 
milling device can be seen in opera­ 
tion in some place. 
Modern milling, 
however, is an exact science and the 
mill of this age is no longer a com­ 
m unity affair, but a m anufactory ot 
flour with an im m ense capacity. Their 
great size, their com plicated m achines 
and their produce of flour and by-pro­ 
ducts are a source of wonder, and we 
ar<- amazed at th eir sudden rise to 
greatness. 
We. 
nevertheless, 
look 
with equal w onder on relics of prim i­ 
tive grinding and lament, from a stan d ­ 
point of sentim ent, the loss of the pic 
turesque wind and w a ter mills of yes­ 
terday.

although the theme has occasionally 
varied to “ The Duty to One's Party." 
President’s Course Approved. 
It is known In Washington that Mr. 
Wilson is getting hundreds of letters 
daily from all parts of tho country up­ 
holding his "course of contact" with 
the senators and representative» 
In 
the last ten years it has become ap^ 
parent in Washington from the letters 
w liich have been 
received at 
the 
White Mouse and at the capitol that 
the ordinary American' citizen 
hii« 
come to believe that congress, tho sen­ 
ate particularly, has been a law unto 
itself 
rather than a Law uuto the 
country. 
When Roosevelt 
rebuked 
congress and an attempt was made to 
rebuke him in return the White House 
received ten letters on commendation 
for its course to every one received 
by the house of representatives. 
This Democratic congress will urv 
derlake to revise the Sherman laws, 
to reform currency, to provide for ef­ 
ficiency and economy in the depart­ 
ment service of Die government, to 
pass some legislation looking to Phil­ 
ippine independence, to change the 
present course 
of 
conservation en­ 
deavor and to do some other things 
of high moment. 
On » very one of 
these things Mr. Wilson

cratic majority of each committee at 
close range his views of what form 
the bills should take when presented 
to houBe and senate for majority con­ 
sideration 
Continue Capitol Visits. 
If th«; Democrats, especially those 
of the old time school, of whom there 
are many still in congress, do not re­ 
sent the personal visitation procedure 
to the point of endangering the suo- 
c*‘ss of the legislation, the president 
probably will continue to visit the 
capitol and give his views “ man to 
men.”
